» To start with, what is type metal? “It is 
a composition of leqd,» tin, zine and anti- 
mony,” said an old printer who has been in 
the type making business for forty years 
“The antimony has a peculiar property, Al- 


this property initself would interfere greatly 
with the type making business. 

“You see, the little types, even the small- 
est ‘diamond’ or ‘brilliant’ styles, are molded, 
and if either of the four metals save the anti- 
tmony was used alone in making the letters a 
perfectly clear outline could not be obtained, 
although, the molds were filled with molten 
metal, because when it cooled it would con- 
tract, and as a result would destroy the clear 
outline of the very minute types, With the 
large letters so much care would not have to 
be taken. Now, the metal antimony has the 
peculiar property of expanding while cool- 
ing, and for this reason it is invaluable to the 
type makers, Itexpauds and fills even the 
Smallest mold; hence the perfect outline of 
metal types.” : ; 

Ho showed the reporter one of the primitive 
molds used in making type. It is a little de- 
vice about as large asa teacup, and will cast 
a single letter at a time. , This rude but per- 
fect device was in use for a long time in cast- 
ing types, and is used yet in small type foun- 
dries. A little later on this device of a mold 
was improved and made more useful. Orig- 
inally the molten metal had to be poured into 
the mold by hand, but one of the first steps 
in the improvement of this rude nyold was to 
attach it to amechanical device so constructed 
as to pump the molten metal into the mold in 
anautomatic manner. This was a great step, 
and rendered the molding process much more 
rapid. Next the automatic device was im- 
proved so that two or three molds could be 
placed on’ a single machine, all of the molds 
being filled by,the automatic pumps. This 
method of casting the types is the one so ex- 
tensively used throughout the country. 

THE FINISHING TOUCHES. 

When tho little, shining metal letters are 
first cast they are not yet finished. Thereisa 
projection on one end nearly as long as the 
type itself. As soon as the letters are molded 
they go to a person who breaks off the pro- 
jections. Next the letters go to two other 
parties, who rub them over files to sinooth off 
the rough sides.* This planing process isa 
unique.one, and the “planers” must be ex- 
perts, The little letters are pushed first one 
way over the rough surface of the file, then 
back again, all in a second, by the expert 
“planer.” Next the letters go toa person who 
places them side by side ou a long tin shelf, 
which is abouta yard in length. This tin 
shelf has one edge. turned up so that the long 
row of letters may be placed along the shelf 
in an even manner, 

As fast as the shelves are filled they go to 
another “planer,” who, however, does his 
work much more rapidly than the ones be- 
fore mentioned. He planes off the lower or 
blubt endof the letter. The shelf, which 
holds‘at least 500 letters, is placedin a long 
vise, and then the rough endsof the long 
xdw are quickly planed off just as the car- 
penter planes a piece of wood. One or two 
movements of the plane is all that is necessa- 
ry. The types are now complete and ready for 
packing and boxing. 

This process of turning out the types re- 
quires the labor of six persons,-and although 
a rapid one as compared with the original 
one, 18 considered too slow by the enterpris- 
ing type niaker, A new machine has been 
recently invented. ‘The rough type metalis’ 
placed in the machine and comes ot in the 
shape of nicely moulded types completely fin- 
ished.) Thisimacliine doves ite vork automati- 
cally, and is a marvelous piece of mechanism, 
It does the work of six men and does it better, 
Theso machines are not any larger than a 
small hand ‘press, but cost $1,800. Very fow 
of them are used, as they are so expensive, 
but? when: they are jused types can be mace 
much cheaper than if handelabor is employed. 
When tho types come from the molds they 
are bright like newly coined silver do}laye. 

They avo then packed and boxed ready for 
shipment, Fonts of type vary in weight 
from six pourids upward, some weighing as 
much a3 5,000 pounds. One of tho fdundries 
of this city carries as much ‘ne 200,000 pounds 
of typo in stock, and if the types of one of 
the large papers of tho city were to bo de

nal Talks About Hive Covors. 
| BN cover is one of the important parts 
of the hive. There are a great varicty 
In use, such as enamoled cloth, or oil- 
cloth, straw and other mats, ete., rest 
ing on the frames or sections. These 
mats or cloths are very inconvenient— 
| make double work, and, most of all, are 
death traps, for at some unk xpected time 
the bees will find a little corner or hole 
to get into the cap or space above the 
cloth, and when you open it you will be 
horrified to ind a pint or more of dead 
bees. a 

The only hive cover that is convenient 
and will save the lives of the bees, isa 
plain, good board, with two cross pieces 
nailed or screwed on top, at each end, to 
keep it from warping. There must be a 
bee space on top of the brood frames, 
and on top of the sections, and you can 
lay the cover on and be through, with no 
fixing or adjusting of mats. 

Some bee keepers object to the board 
because so many bees are smashed; but 
Tean open and close ten hives with flat 
board covers, in the’ same time that’ it 
takes to open and close five hives with a 

cap and mat, and with killing only one- 

tenth as many bees. The flat board is 
also cheaper, and more easily made. 

Some will want a cap to put & cushion 
in, in winter; but 1 simply add a brood 
chamber, and have the space I desire for 
winter, and am not bothered with it 
when I do not need it. I was never 
troubled with bracecombs in the bee 
space under the cover, if made of the 
propef size; but when using a mat, the 
bees would work until they had g space 
arranged to suit themselves, and“®*ad the 

»mat secured from side to side, 


Instructive Items in Sheep Husbandry, 

Atone of the farniers’ institutes an 
experienced sheep breeder of New York 
state gave expression to the following: 
The Merino must be the basis of our 
sheep husbandry. The finest wools are 
produced in the northern states, as wool 
loses in fineness when the sheep are 
taken south. Good care and food will 
prevent many diseases, Sheep do not 
take well to medicine. My lambs come 
in midwinter. I use good ewes and 
cross upon them Hampshire, Shropshire 
and Cotswold rams, My lambs are fed 
ina pen bran, oil meal and oats. They 
grow very fast.. Give them all they will 
eat, and clean the troughs twice a day. 
My ewes are fed straw once a day and 
cornstalks, with three-fourths of a pound 
of corn and’ bran, or corn and oats. Twe 
weeks before Jambing I take away the 
straw and give hay instead. Clover hay 
is best, The so called rheumatism is the 
result of feeding constipating food. 
Ewes should have exercise, 

There is no industry which will pay 
better than careful and well managed 
sheep breeding and feeding. The flocks 
can be doubled in three years, and this 
is a large gain. 


Management of Wlackberrics, 

At a meeting of Indiana horticulturists 
Mr, N. Ohmer gave the following as the 
result of long and extensive experience: 
When the bushes haye grown to about 
three feet high, and early in the season, 
the laterals are clipped back not to ex- 
ceed eightor ten inches. This will re- 
duce the berries in number, but they will 
be" so miuch larger as to bring more 
money in market. This remark applies 
to the Snyder, and Mr, Ohimer said there 
was more money in that berry than in 
any other he had ever tried. Every bud 
where the bush is cut back will produce 
a large cluster of berries, Without this 
treatment you will have only small ones, 
Both cutting back and frequent cultiva- 
tion between the rows are necessary. The 
bushes should not be allowed to grow 
more than three feet high, and be cut 
back early in the season. The rows are 
cight feet apart, and the bushes four feet 
in the rows. The canesare so full of 
fruit that ‘you can hardly get through 
for the berries.” He has a sharp five 
blade tool, which cuts all the sprouts out 
of the way and gives clean ground. 


The Dust in Hay. 

There is, as all farmers knaw, more or 
less dust in all hay, and this, if taken 
into the lungs, is very injurious to horses 
fed on it. Clover hay and that of timothy 
cut in the bloom are especially liable to 
be dusty, and often give horses the heaves 
when fedon either of these. Slightly 
wetting the hay will prevent this injury. 
The better way is to cut the hay, slightly 
moisten it, and throw on it a little corn 
and oats ground together, taking care 
not to give more than will be eaten clean 
at each feed. Between meals the rack 
may be ‘filled with fresh straw, which 
the horse will pick over, and which may 
then be used for bedding. | 

Ouse Remedy for Horse Colle. 

A Georgia correspondent vouches for 
the remedy for horse colic here repro- 
duced from The Southern Cultivator. 
He says: ‘lake a blanket and cover the 
bowels of tlie horse withit. Then se- 
cure it in position with two girts tightly 
to tho horse, Apply hot water, or as hot 
as the horse can bear it, freely. The 
bowels are relaxed and the horse re- 
lieved of the colic like a charm.” |

Vast section is a wild and desolate waste, 


in all dirctions by great chasms hun¢ 
and even thousands, of feet in depth, and as 
the existence of these mighty fissures is not 
apparent at any considerable distance, travel 
is rendered so tedious and uncertain that it 
remained till the present day comparatively 
unexplored. In its wildness and pecyliar ab 
sence of vogetation the region seemed to af- 
ford fertile fields for adventure, which was 
the controlling object of the expedition. 
When we left the Atlantic aud Pacific rail- 
road our outfit consisted of a stout team and 


a strong buckboard, three saddle horses and 
three burros—the latter selected for the pur- 
pose of carrying supplies of food and water 
when weshould undertake ascents of moun- 
tains, descents into canyons, or should make 
excursions into regions that were particularly 
rugged and forbidding. We were well sup- 
plied with food, guus, ammunition and other 
necessaries for such a trip, but after getting 
well out on the desert and wandering aim- 
lessly about for over & week, owing to the dif- 
flculty experienced in finding points at which 
it was possible to cross the deep gorges which 
We encountered daily, it became evident that 
the horses, as well as the wagons, were im- 
peding our progress. Thén it was agreed that 
four of the men, with the horses and buck- 
board, should return south and make camp in 
a spur on the northeast side of San Francisco 
mountains, while Eugene Ackley; Fred Waite 
and the writer should continue the investiga- 
tion so discouragingly begun. 

Freed from the engineering difficulties of 
getting the wagon over the country, the re- 
mainder of the party moved much more rap- 
idly, and on the evening of the fifth day 
made a “dry camp” some sixty or seventy 
miles from where we separated with our 
companions, and on the edge of an abyss 
500 or 600 feet in depth, along which we 
had traveled for several hours in @ vain en- 
deayor to locate a crossing place. The 
progress we were then making was more 
satisfactory, and on that particular day we 
had met with our first adventure on the 
trip, if adventure it could be called. Ack- 
ley had been so fortunate as to secure a 
chance shot at and to kill. a magnificent 
specimen of the mountain sheep or ibex, and 
out delight over the achievement was but 
little greater than our relish of a change 
from antelope meat, of which we had already 
had a surfeit, This subject afforded our 
theme of conversation as we sat till a late 
hour around our little camp fire in that 
wierd and isolated spot, where most prob- 
ably the foot of white “man had never be- 
fore trod, disposing of the rich and juicy 
steaks which we cut from our prize, 
While engaged in this highly satisfactory 
pastime I thought I heard, arising from the 
bowels of the earth through the dark and 
dismal gorge, the sound of a human voice, 
and upon alluding to the matter was surpris- 
ed when both my companions stated that 
they had labored under similar impressions 
or hallucinations several times during our 
camp fire chat, Deciding at last that it 
must have been the sound of a distant and 
hungry coyote or an molian note issuing 
from the abyss, we shortly afterward rolled 
up in our blankets and went to sleep. ~ 

A’ walk of something like a mile next 
tnorning brought us toa placo where it ap- 
peared possible to make a descent of the 
canyon, ayd Fred Waite, ufter prospecting 
the ‘rugged wash, shouted back to us to 
come along with the burros. For half an 
hour we had been carefully picking our way 
down the treacherous and dizzy sides of the 
s, When tho little caravan was 
sudden halt with a start by a 
sharp exclamation of surprise from our path:

aud some days later found themselves run- 


ning short ef water, They'had encountered’ 
some water tanks in coming out on the dosert, 
and had made up thoir minds to retrace their 
way to the road by theso, and then proceed 
south, whem they mot with the almost in- 
credible experience which nearly resulted in 
their death. Just at dawn ono morning 
Roonoy was surprised but delighted to seo a | 
small troop of cavalry riding by, and calling 
the attention of his companion to the fact, 
hailed them. To use Roonoy’s language, “they 
wasa most curious set of chaps, and wore 
uniforms like none I ever saw, and although 
thoy were only 4 bit of a ways off, they dida't 
seem to make any noise riding, You may 
not believe it, but when I ‘passed the time of 
day,’ what did those crazy soldiers do but 
*bout face, and take a shot right square at 
us, but their guns didn’t make any noise at 
all, This seared Daye and me bad enough, 
but it put the devil into the mules and they 
run off like wild, The. brates and the sol- 
diers went out of sight at the same time, but 
while I could see the direction the mules took 
Pll never know whether: the uncivil troop 
went up in the air or were swallowed by the 
ground; they just faded away.” It was not 
until the day following their strange meeting 
with the mysterious soldiers that the unfortu- 
nate prospectors regained their pack animals 
and for a week afterwards they had been 
traveling over tho desert, four days without 
any water, They reached the spot in the 
canyon the day previous to our discovery of 
them, for which alone they could rejoice that 
it had not became their tomb. é 

Rooney’s Story was peculiar in but one re- 
spect—the meeting with the soldiers, It was. 
utterly impossible that the military would

able canyons, and were even unable, after a 
search of two days, to locate the place by 
which we came upon the plateau, much less 
to discover another route of egress. 

One afternoon, after having left Ackley to 
look after the camp for two or three hours, 
Waite and I, upon returning from another 
futile search for a passage more important to 
us than one to the north pole, were surprised 
ata statement he made, which was to tho 
effect that two or three times since our ab- 
sence he had distinctly heard a military call 
sounded on a bugle. Ackley was much 
alarmed and highly excited, declaring that if 
wo were destined to starve to death weshould 
all die together like men, but that he would 
never again submit to being left alone in that 
accursed region, That he wasdeeply in earn- 
est, and momentarily expected an attack 
from the spectral troop the prospectors bad 
told about, was made evident by the fact that 
he had tied up to immense ricks, with double 
ropes, two of our pack burros. While we 
laughed at his fears, for my part I was notso 
confident in my own mind as to feel ontirely 
at ease. 

After the evening meal and while we were 
discussing our plans for the morrow, | no- 
ticed tle color suddenly leave the face of 
Ackley, who was sitting on a rock opposite 
me, and in great excitement and terror he 
exclaimed: ‘My God, here they come!

It was true; our 
bell burro had not been tied up, and in her 
fright she deserted ber loss fortunate mates, 
which were trembling as it in mortal dread, 
and was rapidly descending tho path by | 
which we reached the plateau, 

Having located our route in this peculiar 
manner, it nny casily be imagined that we 
Igst no tine in leaving that desolate region

They Fed Thoir Captive Young by Drop- 
ping Fish Inton Pen from Mid-Air, 
“Tseo a great deal of talk in the papers 
ovory little while,” said @ man who hag built 
many miles of railroads and contracted for 
any number of big engineering enterprises, 
“about the foolishnoss of having the eagle as 
an emblem of our country, He is represented 
as a cowardly, tbhievish, unintelligent bird, 
and any number of other fowls of the air are 
put forward as candidates for the proud po- 
sition of the nation’s bird. Now! am not an 
ornithologist, so Lam not prepared to argue 
over the relative merits of the different 
flyers, and I must confess that the eaglo isa 
thief always and a coward very often, but 
that beis lacking in intelligence I most em- 
phatically deny. Let mo tell you one little 
story of him that puts him in a very fayor- 

able light. 

“Years ago,” ho began, “I was engaged in 
building a big western road, and one spring 
day we pitched our camp on the banks of one 
of the turbulent rivers of the region and sot- 
tled down for a three months’ jobon a rayino 
bridge. A few days later we noticed an 
eagle’s nest perched up the bluff across tho 


river and the following Sunday two of our 
men swam the stream during the absence of 
the old birds and brought back two vigorous 


eaglets with them. 

“Wo hurriedly patched upa pen of pine 
labs for the captives, making it about seven 
feet square and leaving lots of space between 
the slabs on the top and sides so that we could 
have a good look at the squalling bunches of 
feathers, Tho parent birds came back about 
noon, and when they found their little ones 
gone they kicked up a frightful row and flew 
about in search of them as though they were 
distracted. Whon they finally discovered 
where tho eaglets were they circled arqund 
in the alr over the pen, keeping out of reach 
of our rifles, and shricked advice to their 
chicks about keeping up their spunk and 
making themselves comfortable as Plainly as 
hunian beings could. 

“Then the old birds flow away and camo 
back after a little with two big fish in their 
talons. They circled and circled around over 
the pen, and finally lot the fish drop straight 
asa die right between the -slabs in the roof. 
They kept up this performance every day for 
a fortnight, and never in all that time did 
they miss hitting the pen with the fish they 
dropped. Their parental affection and intel- 
ligence so worked on us that we put the eag- 
lets back on the other side of the river again, 
and T tell you it was really affecting to see 
the way those two old birds hung around and 
caressed their offspring. ‘They seemed to un- 
derstand after that that we were friendly to 
them, and during the rest of the time that 
wo were there they flew all about the camp, 
and had no hesitation in coming down to pick 
up the scraps of meat and fish we would 
throw to them. I can’t say that they shed 
tears over our departure, but I will warrant 
that they felt the pangs of separation as keen- 
ly as we did,”—Omaha World-Herald,

Tho finest and deepest emotions of a dog 
seem to be dependent on his sense of smell, 
Not only does he carry on his business of 
bunting or guarding through its aid, but his 
devotion to his master and his recognition of 
lessor friends depend largely upon his nose, 
According to Horse and Stable, another 
among the humbler friends of man is keen 
and delicato of scent, 

Tho horse will leave musty hay untouched 
in his bin, no matter how hungry he may be. 
Howover grsat his thirst, he will not drink of 
water objectionable to his questioning sniffs, 
nor from a bucket made in the least degree 
offensive. 

His intelligent nostril will widen, quiver 
and quory over the daintiest bit offered by the 
fairest of hands. A mare is never satisfied, 
either by sight or whinny, that a colt is real- 
ly her own until she bas certifled the fact by 
means of her nose. 

Blind horses will, as a rule, gallop wildly 
about a pasture without striking the sur- 
rounding fence. The sense of smell informs 
them of its proximity, Others, when let out 
from their stables, will go directly to the gate 
leading to their accustomed feeding ground, 
and when desirous of returning, after hours 
of careless wandering, will distinguish that 
one outlet, and patiently await its opening, 
The odor of that particular part of the fence 
serves as their guide, 

The horse, when browsing, is guided en- 
tirely by the nostrils in its choice of proper 
food, and blind horses never are known to 
make mistakes in their diet. 

Nervousand timorous as this noble ani- 
mal is known to be, his fears are, of course, 
doubled by his keenness of scent, for not only 
does the eye inform him of danger, but the 
nostrils also herald ite presence, The mere 
scent of a buffalo robe is sufficiont to cause 
extreme terror in many horses, and some, 
scefiting the smoke of a train’ which has long 
since passed, show all the fear evoked by its 
actual presence, 


Calling in Washington, 

Very little of the paying of visits by peoplé 
in high official. life is donein person, The 
president makes no calls, The vice president 
does all of his “‘calling” through his private 
secretary, whose chief duty it is to ride 
around in a coupe and leave the cards of Mr, 
and Mrs, Morton at the doors of houses where 
calls are due, The mombers of the cabinot 
do most of their ‘‘calling” by mail, Themen 
whose duty it is to do this ‘‘proxy” calling, I 
am informed, have anything but an easy 
time, Riding about ina carriage all day is 
an attractive occupation when viewed from 
adistance, It loses many of its charms when 
itis practised day after day, and nearly all 
of its attractiveness when it is interspersed 
by constant stoppages along the route of 
travel.

THE MOHAWK RESERVE EASTER 
VESTRY MEETING, 

_The Annual Vestry Meeting was held on 
Easier Monday morning at Christ Church. 
There were 25 members present. At 10:30 
the Missionary opened the meeting with 
prayer, after which the business of the day was 
commenced by appointing John A. Loft secre- 
tary. The minutes of last year’s meeting were 
approved and adopted. The report of the 
anditors was wer satisfactory, showing a large 
balance in the hands of the retiring church 
wardens who were congratulated on the state 
of the finances, It has been the rule of the 
niissionary to change where practicable the 
Wardens every year in order to create an 
interest in church work, Alexander Loft, of 
Deseronto, was appointed Warden of Christ 
Church and Dow Claus of All Saints by the 
Incumbent, William George Maracle and 
Francis Claus were elected by the Vestry, 
Wardens of Christ Church and Ail Saints 
respectively, 

Censiderable indignation was expressed at 
the non payment of a small burial fee of three 
dollars by a white man residing on the Reserve. 
,_, There being a lay delegate to appoint in 
place of Chief Solomon Loft whose term of 
office terminated, he was re-elected for three 
years. The delegates to the Diocesan Synod 
are: Solomon Loft for three years ; Jacob B. 
Brant for two years and Sampson Green for 
One year, After a pleasant and harmonious 
talk over the affairs of the church on the 
Reserve the meeting was closed with prayer at 
1:15; thus terminated the Faster Vestry of 1890 
on the Tyendinaga Reservation.

DYNAMITERS AT WORK. 

Bewrevitix, April 8,—Partieulars were 
to-day received of a villainous act which was 

erpetrated on Saturday night at Downey's 

pids, in the township of Hungerford, near 
Moira lake. There is a grist mill at the 
place, of which George McIntyre is lessee 
and is his own miller, and near which he 
lives in a frame house with his wife and 
seven children. At about 9:30 on the night 
in question, shortly after the family had 
retired to bed, they were startled by a loud 
report, and instantly the house was shaken 
in a most violent manner, Some of the 
occupants were thrown from thelr beds, 
ana the furniture was tossed about in all 
directions, On going to investigate, Mr. 
McIntyre found that a eebeidee of dynamite 
or some other explosive had been exploded 
under one end of the house, at which place 
the building was demolished and the timbers 
scattered about, Strangely, and most 
fortunately, not one of the nine inmates of 
the dwelling was seriously injured. It is 
reported that a man was seen to run away 
from the vicinity of the building immediate- 
ly after the explosion, An investigation 
will be held before the local magistrate at 
Tweed.

INITIATING A PRINCE. 


The Abend Post, a leading German news- 
paper of Philadelphia, Penn., gives an inter~ 
esting account of the ceremonies on the oc~ 
casion of the introduction of Prince Freder— 
ick Leopold in the Masonic Order, A son ot 
Prince Frederick Charles, and a cousin of 
the Emperor, he received the three grades at 
once, and became a Mason, At his special 
request, he joined the newest lodge of the 
Grand National Lodge, Frederick William, 
at Dawn of Day, which was founded when 
that Prince, the late Emperor. was initiated 
in 1854, There were three solemn scenes, a8 
the young Prince passed through the respec: 
tive stages, with appropriate ceremonies and 
the prescribed changes of uniform. The 
Cathedral choir sang in a very Sppronyaet 
way. The Grand Master used two historical 
hammers, one that belonged to Frederick 
the Great, the other to the Emperor Will- 
iam when his son, the late Emperor, was 
made a Mason.» The Master of the lodge 
expressed thanks to the Emperor for author- 
izing the Prince to join the order, and ex— 
plained the significance of its work, A 
present was given him, for his bride, of 
gloves and three roses, The Prince himself 
said in his firet Masonic address, ‘I have 
heard such wise and good counsels, and have 
been recoived with such a hearty welcome, 
that itis a pleasure to give thanks for my 
reception, My noble predecessors, Emperor 
\\ illiam I, and Emperor Frederick III., were 
earnest mombers of the Ancient Order. I 
trust and hope that I, too, shall emulate 
thoir example, and I will do all in my power 
to forward tho lofty aims of this great body. 
The participation of tho Royal House of 
Prussia and Germany in tho Masonic Order 
is ono of its best traditions, for it gives ita 
share in the wonderful history of the nation 
and secures for it the rorpoct, confidence and 
cateom of the people that see in their Empor- 
or and Princes true rulers of men and worthy 
to be their loaders,

Expensive Cast Iron Bricks, 

Hollow cast iron bricks, if we may so term 
them, says The Engin ng and Building 
Record, form the subject of a recent German 
patent granted to August Bockel, of Erfurt, 
As the name implies, they are made of regu- 
lar form and size, the walls being 0.12 inches 
thick. No mortar or other binding material 
is to enter into their use, the fastening being 
effected as follows: The 1 er and lower 
sides of the bricks are provided with grooves 
and projecting ribs, which fit into one an-

An Iniproyement in the Rotation of Crops 
Suggested by Which No Serious Loss of 
Time Ocours While the Land Is Lying 
Idle. 


In a large portion of the farming of 
the United States the common rotation 
is corn on inverted grass sod the first 
year; oats, barley or peas the second 
year; wheat the third, followed with 
clover and timothy with the wheat and 
succeeding it. The grass is mowed the 
following year, then pastured one or 
more, as more or less pasture is needed. 
The defect in this course is in the inoc- 
eupancy of the graund through a large 
portion of the autumn after the ripening 
of the corn, and tho crop of oats is not 


tho best one for preceding the wheat, 
nor is it the best one for accompanying 
the seeding with grass by omitting wheat 
and making the course one year sliorter, 

An improvement over the above, sug- 
gested by Country Gentleman, is a rota- 
tion as follows: 1, Cornon sod, 2, Rye, 
plowed under thenext:spring. 8, En- 
silage corn, followed in autumn by 4. 
Winter wheat, seeded to timothy and 
clover, One. yeur -in meadow, and one, 
two or three years in pasture, as the do- 
mestic animals may require. } 


SEED POTATOE 


An Important Qnoation Considered by 
Leading Authorition, 

The question whether the potato rot 
will be caused this season by using seed 
from a fleld where a portion of the crop 
was destroyed by rot is an important 
one, in view of the fact that during the 
year 1889 this disease was widespread 
and destructive. In considering this 
question several of the professors at our 
experiment stations have expressed the 
opinion that the germs of the disease re- 
main in the tubers, alive and ready to 
develop in the plants wherever the con- 
ditions of soil and climate are fayorable, 
and lence the use of seed from crops that 
have been affected by the disease is un- 
safe. On the other hand, quite a num- 
ber of potato growers hold that the char- 
acter of the seed has little or nothing to 
do with the rot, which is caused by pe- 
culiar conditions of weather and soil, 

The late Peter Henderson is quoted as 
having said that there can be little or no 
danger in using potatoes for seed grown 
in the vicinity of fields where the rot 
has been, A review of a large number 


of experiments recently given by promi- 


nent farmers in Rural New Yorker 
makes it appear that while a few ex- 
pressed the preference for. seed from 


crops not affected, the opinion ofthe 


majority was to the effect that, provided 
the potatoes be sound at the time of 


planting, these will be safe for seed. The

Changing Seed. 

Southern Cultivator says: If any grain 
or plant is grown in localities to which 
it is not naturally adapted, it will have | 
a tendency to run out. Changing seed 
in such cases is a great benefit. It is 
only thus that on large portions of the 
country good, heavy oats can be grown, 
Where the summers are hot and dry seed 
oats from a more northerly climate will, 
for two or three years, produce a cro 
that will be full weight. After this it 
will need changing again. Some farm- 
ers avoid the necessity for changing seed 
oats and seed barley by selecting the 
“heaviest grain of their own growing, 
In almost any crop, however poor, are 
some seeds that have escaped injury, 
and these producea plump, heavy grain, 


Smut in Oats. 

Some interesting details of experi- 
ments with regard to the damage done 
to oats by smut have been sent out by 
the Kansas experiment station. The ex- 
periments showed clearly (1) that the 
parasite is carried with the seed oats; (2 
that the seeds from smutted fields will 
produce a smutty crop; and (3) that it is 
very doubtful whether the disease is ever 
occasioned ‘by the use of straw manure 
which contains smut. In ordinary cases 
it was found that the disease could be 
entirely prevented by soaking the seed 
| for fifteen minutes in water heated to 

130 dogs. F, A still better plan is to ob- 
tain seed free from smut; when this was 
done the crop in every case was also free.

Chloroforming Bees. 

A bee keeper of experience advises as 
follows: Do not experiment with chloro- 
form on your valuable colonies when in- 
troducing the queens. An experienced 
person can introduce a queen in safety 
with chloroform, but I would advise all 
bee keepers to let it severely alone. The 
virgin queen business will undoubtedly 
increase in the near future. I believe it 
is the most practical method of infusing 
new blood into an apiary. ‘ 


Seed Ver Acre. 

Spring wheat, 14 bushels per acre; 
corn, about 6 quarts; oats, 2 bushels; 
timothy without clover, 12 to 16 pounds; 
red Clover alone, 8 to 12 pounds; mixed, 
10 pounds of timothy and 4 of clover, 
These figures are increased + by some 
farmers and decreased ¢ by others. The 
quantities we give will get a good stand, 
claims Prairie Farmer.

Women in the Treasury Department. 

There area greater namber of olerks em- 
ployedin the treasury than in any other de- 
partment, and more women dre at work there 
than elsewhere. A Miss Douglass was the 
first Woman to be given a position. This was 
in 1851, Secretary Chase, during Mr. Lin- 
coli’s adminstration, haying been the first 
Oflicer to suggest the appointinent of women. 
Miss Douglass was put to cutting money, and 
handled the scissors so well that regular ap- 
pointments of women were made in 1862 
while Gen, Spinner was treasurer, Miss 
Keller, who entered at that time, still holds 
a position in the department. 

It was in the redemption division where 
Miss Douglass’ scissors became famous and 
opened the y for women’s work in the 
treasury, Ladies were first employed in cut- 
ting notes af salaries of 3600, In 1864 con- 
gress passed a bill raising the amount to $900, 
But soon after this a machine was invented 
for cutting the money, which made it un- 
necessary to employ mannal Inbor, Then the 
ladies were given the work of counting 
money, and 180 were employed in this way 
until the fractional carrency was discon- 
tinued, and these women were gradually dis- 
charged until ouly about forty now remain.

CAPT, PROMS G. ANDERSON, 
Thomas Gummersall Anderson, whose 
name figures conspicuously in connection 
with the British capture of Prairie du 
Chien, ia 1814, was born at Sorel, in Lower 
Ganada, Nov, 12,1779. His fathor, Samuel 
Anderson, at the commencement of the 
Amorican Revolution, sym athizing pate 
yther country, received & commission 
a ecinae Royal Regiment of Now York, 
was wounded at Bunker Hill,and subsequent 
ly served under Sir John Johnson, Settling 
in Cornwall, Upper Canada, after the war, 
ho held many local offices, and died in 1832, 
at the venerable age of ninety seven years. 
When the son, Lhomas, was but a more 
child, the father procured for him a com- 
mission as a Cadet in his father’s company, 
in the King’s Royal Regiment, At the age 
of fifteen, he became a clerk, in 1795, in the 
store of Thomas Markland, in Kingston, 
remaining with him five years, when he 
resolved, as he expressed it, to enter upon 
“the battle of life’ in the wild, and almost 
trackless forests of the Great North West. 
His narrative and journal, tho former of

SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT. 


On Tuesday afternoon, about four o'clo: 
while Mr. Wilson King and son and me 
George Wood, his son-in-law, who had just 
been booming timber on Gull Lake, started 
for home, and near the narrows of Gul 
Inkea Piece of ice about 74 by 8 feet gave 
way, letting them and the team down in 15 
feet of water.

Indians by the British Government ; and 
the neglect of them by the Church of his 
fathers—to him causes of great anxiety. 
He was universally respected by the Indians 
under his supervision, and received from 
them many tokens of their affectionate 
regard, He was in every sense a good man. 
His death occurred at Port Hope, on the 
northern shore of Lake Ontario, February 
16th, 1875, in tie ninety-sixth year cf his 
age, leaving two daughters and 4 son—the

eae . 

Salmon trout and whitefish shall not be 
caught between the Ist and 30th of Novem- 
ber. 

Fresh-water herring shall not be caught 
between the 15th October and 1st Decem- 
ber. 

Speckled trout, brook trout, river trout, 
shall not be caught between the 15th Sep- 
tember and the Ist May. 

Bass and maskinonge shall not be canght 
between 15th April and 15th June, 

Pickerel shall not be caught between 
April 15th and May 15th. 

No one shall buy, sell or possess any of 
the above named fish which have been 
caught or killed during the close seasons, 
nor shall they have in possession fish which 
have been caught by unlawful means at any 
time. 

* It is not lawful to catch or kill any of the 
above named fish by means of spears, grap- 
ple hooks, negogs or nishigans at any time. 

No one shall fish for, catch, kill, buy, sell 
or possess the young of any fish above 
named, 

Fishing by means of nets or other appar- 
atué is prohibited. : 

Fixes—Every offender against the above 
provisions is liable tor each offence to incur 
a fine of not more than $20, besides all costs 
or in default of payment to be imprisoned, 
and the fine may be collected by distress ; 
one-half of the fines goes to the prosecutor, 
all materials, implements ond appliances 
nsed and all fish had in contravention of 
Fisheries Act may be seized and confiscated 
on view by any person for delivery to any 
magistrate, —Canadian Sportsman.

THE BIG MILL, 


On Saturday the Big Mill was set in 
motion to test the machinery and ran for 
about aa hour. On Monday this big 
establishment commenced cutting for the 
Season, everything inoving off as if it had 
been shut down for a night instead of five 
months. It is conceded that the mill never 
commenced work so satisfactorily, the cut 
each duy this week being equal to the 
average day’s work last summer. Mr, 
Dunn, under whose careful supervision 
repairs were eflected during the winter, was 
particularly well pleased at this satisfactory 
Start, and contemplates that the coming 
season will surpass the splendid record made 
last year, During the wintec the whvle of 
the machinery was thoroughly overhauled, 
The prinvipal change made is in the boiler 
room, where three of the old boilers were 
removed and replaced by two new tubniar 
boilers, each sixty inches in diameter and 
twenty feetin length, These boilers are of 
a new style, and probably there are no others 
of the same kind in Canada, The power 
has, as a result, been greatly increased, 
being fully one hundred horse power greater 
than formerly, and it is pleasing to state 
that they are working satisfactorily. The 
engine was thoroughly repaired, two new 
and larger pumps added, and the gearing 
newly cogged, etc. In the basement of the 
mill all the machinery has been overhauled 
The feed works in the panel and headin 
mills has been fitted with loose pulleys PEI 
shifters, so that any part can be stopped 
quickly and immediately repaired. ew 
heading mill machinery has been adopted, 
and the lath mill fitted out with new 
machinery to do first-class work in quicker 
time and with less heavy labor; boys can 
now do the work formerly done by men. 


| The conveyor engine has been completely 


Yepaired, On the mair floor all the machin- 
ery has been overhauled, having been lined 
up, beveled, babitted, etc., etc. It may be 
safely said that the mill was never in better 
trim for the season’s work,

The Scottish Fisheries. 

The wate’ of Scotlind were productive of 
alarge revenue in 1888, The value of the 
cured fish {s put down by the fishery board 
at £1,324,872; while the fresh fish sold for use 
brought £717,057; shell fish produced a re- 
turn of £71,728—making a gross total of 
£2,118,157. Tho value of salmon is estimated 
at £240,018, making the grand total of the 
sea and salmon fisheries of Scotland £2,853,- 
175, In the sea fisheries total, cured her- 
rings are credited with £1,174,815 and fresh 
haddock with £333,134, The number of lives 
lost at sea was 50, against 156 in 1887; and 
the loss sustained in boats and fishing ma- 
terial amounted to the sum of £49,826,—Mon- 
treal Star, 


Paper Musical Instruments. 

A paper piano has lately been exhibited in 
Paris, The entire case is made of compressed 
paper, to which is given a hard surface, a 
cream white brilliant polish.

. first complains of coli, and sternly or- 
ders it home if it wanders too far in its 
first feeble days. 

But, unfortunately, the other side of 
the story is more frequently true. As a 
matter of fact, there are twenty different 
temperatures inside of most incubators. 
Especially is this so of those warped and 
shrunken from several y * use. The 
germs in the d to those vary-, 
ing temperatures, are weakened and de- 
formed. While the chicks are “drying 
off,” after being hatched, they often 
complain from the cold more than they 
would if under a hen, and no wonder, 
for they go crawling restlessly about over 
each other's sticky bodies, instead of 
nestlingin soft feathers, Some machines, 
too, have absurdly light nurseries, where 
the baby chicks run up and down beg- 
ging for food before they are thoroughly 
dry. 

The brooders they are afterwards 
moved into may be good in their way, 
but have not the power to call their wan-

How to Paint Bee Hives. 

A successful bee keeper tells in Amer- 
ican Rural Home that all bee hives ought 
to be painted to protect them from decay. 
Tie says: ‘‘We are all aware of the fact 
that the exterior of hives needs a coating 
of some description, else they would 
shortly leak and sliackle down. The!lad- 
mixture that I prepare for the purpose is 
inipervious to water, and the component 
parts are as follows: One-third resin to 
two-thirds beeswax with a little tallow 
added to any given amount desired for 
the work I have to do. Dissolve the 
three ingredients together, by heat, and

Starting Flower Seeds Indoors. 
TIncapricious climates the surest meth- 


od for obtaining carly blooming plants, 


where one is pot provided with a green 
house or hot bed, is to sow the seeds in 
shallow boxes and place in windows with 
4 southern exposure, A kitchen with 
sunny windows is an excellent place, as 
it is usually watin enough, and then the 
steam urising from the rangeis good for 
the plants. For sowing seeds in there is 
nothing better than shallow boxes from 
two to three inches deep, and of any con- 
venient size. The most suitable soil in 
which to sow seeds of all the smaller 
kinds is a very fine, rich, sandy loam; if 
some fine cha can be mixed with it, 
it willbe beneficial. The soil from old 
hot beds is excellent. After the seeds.are 
up give them plenty of air and moisture, 
aud yat not too much water, or they will 
“damp off.” When the young plants.are 
well out of the seed leaf they must be 
transplanted to new boxes or pots. At 
transplanting an effective plan, advocat- 
ed by the well known New York seeds- 
man, James M. Thorbun, is to take out 
the inside of a potato or turnip, leavinga 
shell halfan inch thick; after filling these 
with the.compost above referred to, set 
out the seedlings in them, and place the 
whole in boxes, filling in the spaces be- 
tween the potatoes or turnips with soil. 
When the plants are ready to set in the 
open groundit is an easy matter to trans- 
plant them, and as the decay of the tur- 
nips or potatoes affords nourishment to 
the young plants, a double purpose js 
served in using them.

To keep x flack healthy the sheep must 
have dry feet. Where pigs would fatten 
in muddy inclosures, sheep would con- 
tract diseases and die. Their outdoor 
winter quarters should therefore be on. 
ground naturally dry, or made so artifi- 
cially, and from which the water falling 
on it will quickly drain off. Not only 
should their winter quarters be on dry 
ground, but they will always be found 
in the best general condition when pas- 
tured on uplands of rather thin soil. In 
the older sections of this country sheep 
raising can only be profitable on cheap, 
rolling or hilly lands, with rather scanty 
herbage, but ample area, /They do not 
flourish as well on rich soils, besides 
such lands can be more advantageously 
used, 

A sheep house or shed for winter pro- 
tection may becheaply made, from eight- 
ten to twenty feet or more wide, and as 
long as desired, either as an ordinary 
frame building or with straight sapling 
posts set in the ground. The siding may 
be of ordinary barn boards set upright 
and without battening. The space for 
the sheep below should be just high 
engugh for a man to walk about in with-

out’stooping. ‘Lhe floor overhead should 
be of matched stuff to prevent dust and 
hay seed from falling through on the 
sheep. Between the floor and the roof 
should be sufficient space for hay, which 
can be putin through a door in the end 
of the building that can be most conven- 
iently reached with a wagon. A narrow 
space over the hay rack is left unfloored, 

A manger or trough wide enough for 
feeding grain; etc., should run the length 
of the building near the back, Over this 
isthe liay rack, so placed that the trough 
will catch whatever falls out of the rack.

The Russet Apple. 
There are two or three varieties of rus- 
set, varying considerably in quality. The 
kind most commonly grown, according 


ahigher pricethan from other apples, 
though only those too small for market 
or otherwise unsalable are used. The 
russet tree comes early into bearing, as 
‘itmever makes an immoderate growthof 
wood, Its spreading habit of growth 
checks the leading shoots and induces 
fruitfulness. After it gets to bearing, it 
needs very high munuring. It would 
often be better if the fruit were thinned, 
as the fruit sets abundantly, and in its 
its thicker skin and sourness 
make it less likely than some other vari- 
eties'to be.thinned by the codling moth,

\( Convenience, but if they sag | 
so that they drag on the ground, it is | 
often quite a task to open and shut them, 
1 this destroys about one-half their 
One difficulty is that suff 
PANS are not taken in setting and brs 
the posts. A well built gate is a consid- 
erable weight, and unless the post is 
braced very firmly it will sag; then, if 
the gate itself is not well made, it will | 
get out of shape, and between the two it 
does not take very long for it to drag on 
the ground, 

It is not always the size of the post, as 
some people seem to believe, that makes 
ita firm gate post, While it should be 
rather above the usual size of fence posts, 
yet it need not be so large as to render it 
a hard task toset it up. The hole should 
be dug sufficiently large so that after the 
post is set in there will be plenty of room 
to firmly tamp the soil in. A brace put 
in at the bottom and one just below the 
ground on top will be sufficient, if care is 
taken in putting them in firm and the 
tamping is well done. All the dirt taken 
out in digging the hole can be put back if 
the hole is of good size. 

The objection to using rocks or stones 
Around posts is that it is so much work 
to take them out should it be necessary 
to put in a new post. In making the 
gate, care should be taken first to make 
it as light as strength and efficiency will 
warrant. I prefer to use good bolts in 
preference to nails, putting washers on 
both ends and putting the taps on tight. 
Make the braces to fit snug; this will 
help a good deal in preventing it from 
sagging. I always found it a good plan 
to set a block so that the end of the gate 
can rest on it when it is shut; this will 
take the weight off the post a part of the 


time. And in hanging, the gate should 
be put up high enough to swing clear all 


around, Have gates wide enough 60 
that a wagon loaded with hay or fodder 
can pass through readily. Every field 
on tlie farm should have at least one 
gate; if well built and properly set it 
will last inany years without repairing,

Fat wethers 
of this breed have reached a weight of 
over 400 pounds, and the wool a length 
of sixteen inches, The Hampshire, as 
the weight of the lambs will sbow, is re- 
markable for its rapid carly growth and 
the sizeof the lambs, For the produc- 
tion of early lambs its qnick growth 
and black face give it an adyantage over 
all other breeds. The Lincoln breed has 
been imported toa small extent, but it 
has proved quite unsuitable to the Amer- 
ican climate and conditions of feeding. 
The Shropshire is hardy, yields the best 
of mutton and a very good fleece of ex- 
cellent wool, rears its lambs well, and is 
not particular about the climate or local- 
ity. In these respects it surpasses all the 
others manmted except the South Down, 
and itsuvpasses this in its size and the 
weight of its fleece, statés Henry Stew- 
art in Rural New Yorker, 


OF Interest to Dairymen. 
At the last annual meeting of the New 
York State Dairymen’s association the 
following fagts were gleaned: From 
three hundred inquiries sent out to dairy- 
men in regard to their success during 
the past year one hundred and forty re- 
plies were received. Thirtysfive give 
bettes results, caused in 80 per cent. of 
the cases by better feed, better cows or 
better cive. Rain and Jow prices are 
given as reasons for failure, In only 
two herds was the milk weighed. 
Professor Cook announced. the fact 
that the butter which won the first prize 
at the Parisexposition wasmade in Ver- 
mont. ‘This butter was made from mill 
set in large pans and was churned in a 
barrei churn, ‘The professor also made 
the statement that he believed the cen- 
] separator extracted more butter 
fat than any other of the processes, The 
retury advised members who desire to 
kim cheese out of the market to 
ent in inquiries at the groceries 
for “full cream cheese,” The director 
of the West Virginia experiment sta- 
tion, who was present, suid that he had 
no faith inthe ripening of cream for 
butter, but could make the pilt edged 
article better without’ ripening than 
with it.

American apples tale the lead in every 

market where they have appeared; and 
| they stand at the head of tho list, with 
few local exceptions, wherever sold. 
Each sectionof the Union (except, per- 
haps, the Pacific Coast and Rocky Moun- 
tain regions) has produced its own varie- 
lies, having merits and adaptation which 
give them more or less 
the place of their origin. To the older 
sections, where fruit growing has been 
longest pursued, belong the best known 
varieties for the general market; yet the 
south and southwest have many apples 
of all seasons, native to the soil, the com- 
mercial merits of which have only to be 
made known in order to be acknowledged. 
Itis only among the summer and fall 
apples that any foreign sorts find accept- 
ance with our fruit growers, and the list 
of these hardly extends beyond five 
mamed varieties—Yellow Transparent, 
Red Astrachan, Oldenburgh, Alexander 
and Gravenstein. The Astrachan is a 
most remarkable fruit, in the fact that it 
is equally at home, valued and produc- 
tive in Canadaand Louisiana, and from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

Tn the northeastern and middle Atlan- 
tic states the four leading native early 
market apples of American origin are 
Sweet Bough, Early Harvest, Williams’

In the eaalier daye of fruit history in | 
Canada, when tho first settlers had to de 
pend on the wild hatives of the country, | 
whataloxury it was to get the raspberry 
growing along the old snake fences. Nature,.| 
always provident and prolific, gaye us then | 
what we could not otherwise have obtained 
But as time passed, the hard grasy god chok 
ed our wild friends, and the cattle browsed | 
thom down, #o that they gradually retreated 
before the march of civilization, Ag these be 
came scarcer the small fratt men camo along 
and rescued some of the best plants, aud 
improved them by high cultivation, Where 
nature loft off skill began, and ag has been 
the case with all other fruits, a gradual | 
advance took place in the improvement of 
the respberry, so that today we have 
varietios suited to every sil and climate. It

either from a nurseryman or a neighbor, | 
lanted in a row from eighteen inches to two | 
feet apart, the ground having been thorough 
ly well prepared by digging and manuring, 
The plants should be eet in the autumn or 
early spring. No attempts stould be made 
to grow frnit the first 1 bak because if long 
canes are planted and ruitis produced, the 
suckers which should give the berries the 
following season will be weak and unproduc- 
tive; therefore the plante sbould be cut to 
six inches in length above ground bafore 
planting, Theraspberry delights in a moist, 
cool soil, not a wet soggy one, To produce 
the proper conditions, drain well if, the 
ground is at all wet, and mulch heavily with 
long barn-yard manure, The best variety to 
rocure is the Cuthbert, it is a fine red 
Bare of good sixe ; the plantis fuirly hardy, 
the frnit is firm and rich, From four to five 
canes should be grown to a hill, that is from 
one plant. The row should be maintained 
as straight as possible ; all suckers appearing 
outside the row should be treated ag weeds 
and pulled up orcut off. ‘The row itself may 
be slowed to thicken, but care should be 
had not to allow it to get too thick unless 
plants are required, It ig best to have cedar 
stakes to tie the canes to; these should be 
two inches thick, driven firmly into the 
ground. The raspberry is a biennial 
erennial, that is the roots live on indefinite 
y, but the plant grows up one year, fruits 
the second and then dies. So that every 
year the old or bearing wood has to be cut 
out. ‘This may be done after the fruit has 
been gathered, or where it is required to 
orrest the snow during winter, it may be 
removed the following spring. The Golden 
Queen is considered the hardiest and best 
white berry. 

The red varieties will sell in almost any 
town or village for 15 cents a quart, and the 
whites for about 20 cents, if properly hand- 
led in neat packages so that the berries are 
fresh and not crushed. 

There is money in raspberry growing if the 
plants are properly cared for. Half a acre 
of raspberries will produce one-third more 
than the same area of strawberries, and as 
the price received for them ia greater and 
they are much less costly to cultivate, there 
is plenty of money in them unffl the price 


falls. Try it.

The Pampero. 

A strange natural phenomenon is the 
pampero, a South American storm wind, 
which is described by the author of 
“Hearts of Oak,” who first made its ac- 
quaintance during a stay at Montevideo, 
A light breeze had been blowing from 
the northeast, but had steadily increased 
in force, and brought with it the heated 
air of the tropics, which, passing over a 
treeless pampa country, exposed to the 
burning sun rays of a clear sky, so 
warms up the atmosphere on the shores 
of the Rio de la Plata that its effect upon 
human beings is exceedingly bad. 

This state of things generally lasts for 
a week, or longer, until the stifling heat 
becomes unbearable and the inhabitants 
are seen resting in grass hammocks or 
lying on bare floors, incapable of exer- 
tion.

Far out on the river a curious sight 
may be seen; the opposing wayes, raised 
by the rival winds, meet like a rush of 
cavalry in wild career; their white horses 

with foaming crests dash themselves 
against each other and send clouds of 
dazzling spray high in the air; this being 
backed by,an inky sky renders the scene 
most imposing.

TO THE CITIZENS OF DESERONTO. 

At this season of the year allow me to call

They can also 
order the filling in of uny well in which 
there is found poisonons matters which 
might propogate disease, 

Each well should be tightly closed up 
about the curb to prevent the influx of sur 
face water. Itshould also be pumped or 
dipped out, the walls washed down, and the 
whole disinfected. Closets should be placed 
as far awoy os practicable and no decaying 
animal or vegetable matter should be allow- 
ed to remain upon the premises as the 
poison from them might permeate the

There, as heretofore, 
cotton vill continue te be the money 
crop ; but it has been Jearned that a suc- 
cessful cotton crop means one whose 
fivails are not to be used arp in paying for 
plantation supplics purchased while it 
was being produced. Again, in both 
north and south, a new species of farm-

Bleaching Loeswax. 

The query, “Which.is the best and 
quickest way to bleaek«common yellow 
beeswax?’ was recently submitted to 
leading beekeepers foranswer in Amer- 
ican Bee Journal, 

Dadant & Son replied: “Put it in the 
sun in thin strips, when the sun is not 
hot enough to melt it, Some yellow wax 
never bleaches,” 

G. W. Demaree said:-I have given 
very little attention to the art of bleach- 
ing beeswax. My mother, many years 
ago, bleached beeswax by making it in 
thin cakes and exposing them to the sun 
and dews.” 

Mrs. L. Harrison answered: ‘‘Make it 
into thin sheets and bleach it with sun 
and dew, just as muslin is bleached. A 
lady at Rahway, N. J., accumulated quite 
alittle fortune at bleaching wax a few 
years since.” 

J. P. H. Brown said: “A)good plan is 
to sheet it and then expose the sheets toa 
strong light.” 

A. B. Mason advised making the wax 
in thin sheets, keeping moist and expos- 
ing to the hot sun for a few weeks.

If the feet are flat the heel should be 
left alone and the toes cut as far back as 
it will answer at every shoeing. The 
shoe should never bear on the sole of the 
foot, but on the wall alone. If the sole 
is low down and presents 2 convex sur- 
face, as is often the e, the shoe should 
either be made concave, to match, or 
very narrow to fit only on the horny 
shell. If the anininl has contracted fect 
the heels should be cut away all it will 
do, a5 well as the horn on the bottom of 
the foot, and the shoes should be beveled’ 
out from the quarters back, that the feet 
may have a tendeney to spread. 

If the animal has ringbone or any 
stiffness in the joint the toes should be 
cut back. This rule applies also to cases 
of spavin, thoroughpin, curbs, etc. Bad 
feet in horses are generally traceable to 
inattention by mar. The feet of colts 
should be attended to once in three 
months, from the time they are first 
stabled in the fall until they reach ma- 
turity, and then permanent good feet 
will be assured. IJfagricultural societies 
would employ a skillful man to shoe 
horses at their fairs and give illustrative 
lectures, they would accomplish more 
good than they do now by some of their 
transactions,

Orchard Grass. 

Orchard grass is particularly well 
adapted to shaded lands and, when once 
fairly established, is permanent in its 
character and does not run out, as many 
other grasses do. It withstands drought 
well and is not easily winter killed, It 
isnot, however, an obstinate stayer like 
the conch grass, and givesno trouble in 
cultivated lands. The chief objection to 
it is its bunchy habit of growth; unless 
very thickly sown it does not entirely 
cover the ground, but grows in tufts. It 
is best to mix it with clover for meadow, 
or with blue grass for pasture, that the 
ground may ‘be all covered. If sown 
alone two bushels to the acre should be 
used, but if with others the quantity 
may be proportionately less, As the seed 
is small, it should be very lightly cov- 
ered, 


Warts on Horses and Moles. 

Southern Cultivator vouches for the 
following treatment for removing warts: 

If the wart protrudes from the surface 
or has a neck, tie a strong thread tightly 
around the neck and let it remain until 
the wart drops off, which will occur in 
a few days; then treat asa simple sore, 
anointing with lard onceaday. If not 
pendulous, burn with some caustic— 
ifmar caustic, if near the eye; bluestone, 
chloride of zinc, or a drop or two of 
nitric acid, if elsewhere, repeating daily. 
Then treat as before. When the warts 
are numerous and in a close mass, it 
may be convenient. to burn by touching 
lightly with awed hot iron, then treat as 
a sore, rs 


Carrots us Food for Cows, 

The carrot is an.excellent root for all 
kinds of stock, cows included, In sub- 
stantiation of the above as high an au- 
thority as Hoard’s Qairyman remarks: 
“The idea that carrots will dry off cows 
we take no stock in. We have helped 
to raise and feed thousands of bushels of 
them, and have nota criticism to make 
against them save shat it is hard, back 
aching work to raise and feed them, 
from the first hoeing to the last lugging 
of them, sliced, to the cattle, It does 
the animals good to eat them, too. They 
are especially valuable for those who 
have no silo, and must feed dry forage 
in winter,’ ‘

In an address (lelivered before one of 
the Wisconsin Farmers’ institutes, by 
John M. True, of Baraboo, Wis., the 
farmer’s horse was the topic for consid- 

| ation, 

The profitable horse for the farm must 
combine a good degree of adaptation to 
the required farm work, with qualities 
that demand recognition in the best mar- 
kets. Noclear sighted breeder will be 
contented to raise tho animal that in 
common parlance is denominated the 
general purpose horse. He is a compro- 
unise between the two types that aro re- 
*quired to furnish three-fourths of the 

market requirements, and fails to give, 
in any considerable degree, the distine- 
tive merits of either, 

Tho combination of speed, style and 

weight so often found in the roadster 
stallion of the present gives us an ani- 
mal entitled to the careful consideration 
of a class of our farmers, A standard 
bred roadster stallion of superior style 
and finish, and weighing in proper con- 
dition 1,200 pounds or upwards, is a 
grand acquisition to a community of dis- 
crimini¥ing farmers. From such a sire, 
and well bred, clean limbed, good styled 
roadster mares, weighing 1,100 pounds 
or more, aclass of colts should be pro- 
duced that will always be in demand for 
carriage work in our cities, as well as 
adapted, to a certain extent, to the wants 
of a class of our farmers. 

Astrong point in favor of the heavy 
horse industry is the uniformly food 
prices obtained in the aggregate of sales. 
The brood mares best adapted to the pro- 
duction of heavy colts are those best 
suited to the largest requirementsof our 
farm work, The farmer’s mare may be, 
then, the animal fitted for the perform- 
ance of farm labor by formation and 
size, and may also combine qualities that, 
when she is judiciously mated, will pro- 
duce colts that are in demand at highly 
remunerative prices, The largest profit 
clearly lies in raising; either carriage or 
draught horses, concludes Mr, True,
